The arrange- 
ment of maps and text is chronological be- 
ginning with the World of the patriarchs, 
2000-1700 B.c. Later chapters of special inter- 
est cover the Roman world at the birth of 
Jesus, the journeys of Paul, and the expan- 
sion of Christianity. Many illustrations in the 
text add to the work’s value for biblical study 
and general reference.”—Wisconsin Library 
Bulletin.

Twenty-five years of building democracy from 
the bottom up is sketched in James Yen’s rec- 
ord of educating farmers, villagers, and other 
illiterates in China. His movement began 
with teaching people to read and write, using 
his simplified 1000-character Chinese, and 
gradually expanded to instructing the people 
in public health, agriculture, cooperatives, and 
local government. All teaching is adapted 
to the real needs of the people. The material 
is presented in informal, conversational inter- 
views.

The well-considered philosophy of one Amer- 
ican liberal and his fight to put into practice 
his ideals of freedom and justice. Believing 
that the people, if given honest news report- 
ing, will be able to make decisions which will 
raise their democratic civilization to new 
heights, he has underwritten New York’s PM 
and founded the Chicago Sun to give to 
Americans this kind of reporting. The story 
of his continuing struggle against short- 
sighted forces within the ranks of privilege, 
which have found devious ways to thwart 
him, is woven into a long-range view of an 
enlightened, free humanity.

The three 
parts—Pre-marital conference, Family coun- 
seling, Counseling in practice—cover methods 
of interview and approach, problems and 
questions, causes of distress, treatment, coun- 
seling in wartime, and the organization of a 
consultation center. Social, economic, biologi- 
cal, and psychological factors of the problems 
are considered.

Visiting, under Rockefeller foun- 
dation auspices, some 15 colleges and univer- 


sities which are trying to pull away from 
hampering pedagogic traditions, the author 
analyzes and compares new methods being 
used at such schools as the University of Chi- 
cago and Sarah Lawrence college. In measur- 
ing new attitudes which are growing up, he 
concludes that the only real hope for a re- 
surgence of the humanities and the values 
they represent lies in the small private school.

An informal interpretation of farm problems 
and farmers as they relate to the economic - 
and social pressures of our time, by a news- 
paper editor in an Illinois community. Bas- 
ing his discussion largely on farming patterns 
in the corn belt, the author analyzes objec- 
tively what has gone into the making of suc- 
cessful or unsuccessful agriculture, as the 
case may be, citing many specific cases. He 
then suggests a positive program to reverse 
certain trends which will affect adversely 
the whole social scene by dislocating one of 
its major elements—agriculture.

form. Suggested changes cover congressional 
streamlining, better public relations with spe- 
cial regard for the press, executive and cabi- 
net reorganization, revisions in the obsolete 
sections of the Constitution, and a consequent 
revitalized concept of that document as a 
well-spring of self-government.

The periods of a woman’s life 
from menstruation through menopause are 
given thorough discussion with an emphasis 
upon the necessity for physical examinations 
at regular intervals. The health and social 
aspects of contraception, abortion, and sterility 
are treated, also, as integral parts of the 
whole picture.

Main trends of social and economic changes 
in American life are sketched as background 
for a review of developments in medicine and 
medical practice and for five studies of prac- 
tice today. These studies cover the increase 
of specialization, the supply and distribution 
of physicians, number of patients, income of 
physicians, and the distribution of medical 
services. The last section indicates social 
implications in modern medical advances. 
Group medicine is not discussed. The material 
is factual, statistics are quoted freely, but the 
book is for anyone—layman or physician— 
concerned with medical care.

Writings cover a 
36-year period from 1900-1936 and the date of 
writing precedes each essay. For the ad- 
vanced student and for the large music col- 
lection.

The 
first chapter, an informative one on the his- 
torical evolution of the detective story, is 
followed by essays devoted to the specific 
how’s and why’s of mystery writing, ranging 
from very definite suggestions on technique 
to general principles of function and accom- 
plishment. Some of the articles are old but 
basic, and many are reprinted from magazine 
sources. Contributors include Dorothy Sayers, 
Craig Rice, Elliot Paul, S. S. Van Dine, and 
Dorothy B. Hughes.

versions, although she does not always give 
the alternatives, and appended several pages 
of fragmentary verses. Almost 60 years after 
the poet’s death some, but not all, of these 
poems bring to her admirers the familiar 
enchantment.

Following in the footsteps of the prairie 
schooner pioneers of the 1840’s and 1850’s, the 
author describes the trail from Independence, 
Missouri, to Sutter’s Fort, California. Relics, 
monuments, graves, markers, buildings, and 
natural features bring forth historical notes, 
anecdotes, lore, poetry, and quotations from 
old sources. The present condition of the 
trail is also described. Like Paden, The wake 
of the prairie schooner (Booxk.ist 40:113, D 1 
43), which covers much the same territory, 
the book is not a distinguished piece of writ- 
ing but is of historical interest and value. 
Illustrated with photographs but only an end- 
paper map that is not entirely satisfactory 
since it was made for the author’s Snow cov- 
ered wagons (BOOKLIST 32:227, Ap 36).

Archard Theresa. G.I. Nightingale; the 
story of an American army nurse. 1945. 
187p. Norton, $2.50. 


To friends and families of servicemen this 
account of the medical and nursing care of the 
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wounded close to the front lines will be mov- 
ing and heartening news. The author, head 
nurse in a surgical hospital unit, went ashore 
with the troops the first day of the African 
invasion, and for the next 15 months she 
served in the African and Sicilian campaigns. 
Near the front lines, advancing with the 
troops and retreating hastily when they were 
repulsed, the nurses set up hospitals and 
manned them in spite of inadequate help, lim- 
ited equipment, and disrupted supply service 
that often meant little food and clothing. Dan- 
ger, overwork, and unlimited endurance were 
taken for granted; their pride was the low 
death rate and the comfort they provided, 
under incredible difficulty, for the wounded 
who streamed through their hospitals. Brisk- 
ly told, with humor and a refreshing lack 
of heroics.

The history of the San Francisco country told 
with special attention to its glamorous per- 
sonalities, many of whom have figured as 
characters in the author’s numerous novels. 
Vigilance committees, cattle rustling, and 
political conniving in the rough-and-tumble 
later 1800’s are described with color as are 
the prominent society figures of the time. 
Something of a departure from earlier vol- 
umes in this series in which the flavor and 
character of a region are emphasized rather 
than individuals. Endpaper maps.

Thirty portraits with short, 600 word, bio- 
graphical sketches. Fifteen men are army, 
twelve navy, one Marine corps, and one Coast 
guard. The men were selected on their fight- 
ing-front record to the time of publication. A 
second volume is in preparation. Expensive 
but a convenient compilation, especially of 
the navy men.

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The material has been well compressed into 
a readable résumé of the political and military 
course of the war from September 1939 
through late August 1944. The European 
phase is given primary consideration. The 
small size of the book (16cm) may be a deter- 
rent to library use.

A European union within a world common- 
wealth is urged with convincing eloquence, 
as the alternative to a new Balkanization of 
Europe with all its old balance of power con- 
flicts. Practical details are discussed and diffi-
